Washington, May § 17.—(Special.)—~

gating committee and testimony of a 
Startling character was introduced. 
The president of the United States was 
drawn directly the controversy, 
the lle was passed between witnesses 
and counsel, bitter clashes 
members of the committee were fre- 
quent, the spectators were aroused to 
@ demonstration of disapproval of Os- 
car Lawler, assistant attorney general 
for the interior department: a burly 
policeman was called into the room to 
See that order was preserved, a wit- 
ness was forced to apologize to the 
committee for intemperate language 
used by him, and melodrama of one 
kind or another was rampant through- 
out the day. 
Intense Feeling Aroused. 

Stump speeches from the witness 
stand, from attorneys and from about 
the committee table were quite the or- 
der of procedure, and so intense was 
the feeling aroused that Senator Root 
was twice stirred to the point where, 
red-faced with anger, he thumped the 
table vigorously to emphasize his 
questioning of a witness and his de- 
nunciation of Attorney Brandeis for 
undertaking to divert the investiga- 
tion into an assault upon President 
Taft. 

William Allen White, of Emporia, 
Kan., from a front seat among the 
Spectators, followed the proceedings 
with an excitement comparable only 
to his emotions in the days when he 
complained that Kansans were “raising 
too much hell and too little corn.” He 
was heard to observe that the investi- 
gation did not seem to be producing 
much corn, but that it was raising an 
abundance of the _ original Kansas 
product. 

Frederick M. Kerby, the stenogra- 
Pher who revealed the Genesis and 
production of the now famous Lawler 
memorandum, and who was yesterday 
dismissed from the government ser- 
vice by Secretary Ballinger, and As- 
sistant Attorney General Oscar Law- 
ler, who prepared the memorandum at 
President Taft's request, were the wit- 
nesses of the day. 

Mr. Kerby told how he came to give 
his story to a newspaper association, 
contradicted flatly testimony given to 
the committee by Secretary Ballinger 
and made a@ new charge against the 
Secretary, to wit, that Mr. Ballinger 
had planned to depose F. H. Newell, 
director of “the reclamation § service, 
and appoint as his successor a man 
who was unfit for the place, R. H. 
Thomson, former city engineer of Se- 
attle. 

Morgan’s Partner and Ballinger. 

Incidental to Kerby’s testimony, and 
_in connection with the Newell-Thom- 
son affair, correspondence was pro- 
duced, at the call of the committee, 
showing a certain degree of intimacy 
between Secretary Ballinger and 
George W. Perkins, of J. Pierpont 
Morgan & Co. and the Morgan-Gug- 
genheim syndicate. It has been a con- 
tention of the prosecution that Secre- 
tary Ballifiger was playing into the 
hands of the Morgan-Guggenheim 
syndicate by hastening to patent the 
Cunningham Alaskan coal claims on 
which the syndicate had an option. 

Thie correspondence showed that 
Mr. Ballinger had been Mr. Perkins’ 

vest at the latter’s home in Yonkers. 

. ¥., had undertaken to find an ex- 
pert engineer to accompany Mr. Perkins 
on a trip last summer to inspect the 
syndicate’s properties in Alaska, had 
recommended Thomson for this job 
and had declined Mr. Perkins’ invita- 
tion to have his son, Edward RBal- 
linger, accompany the Perkins Alas- 
kan expedition as the personal guest 
of Mr. Perkins. The declination was 
passed on the grounds that it was 
necessary for young Ballinger to spend 
the summer%n study in order to catch 
up in his college work. 

The correspondence also included a 
letter criticizing the proposed appoint- 
ment of Thomson as director of the 
reclamation service on the ground 
that Thomson was not qualified for 
the position as shown by testimony he 
had given in a court case. 

Lawler Furnish@¢s a Sensaticn. 

Assistant Attorney General Law- 
ler furnished most of the sensa- 
tions of the day. In marked contrast 
to the demeanor of young Kerby, Mr. 
Lawler was spectacular, rhetorical]. 
denunciatory and altogether unable 
to restrain his intense bitterness to- 
ward all who have had any part in the 
fight on Secretary Ballinger and the 
interior department. 

Kerby appeared to be something of 
a fanatic or zealot, fired with the con- 
sciousness of martyrdom to truth and 
justice, but he made a good witness, 
and despite his youth (he is but 24), 
acquitted himself with credit under 
the most severe kind of fire from such 
veteran lawyers as Senators Root, 
Sutherland and Nelson and Represeni- 
atives Denby and Olmstead.

the people of Atlanta will never know 
except from the statement of scientists, 
that Halley's comet shot like a béit 
through the orbit of the earth and 
lashed its tail across the face of this 
mundane sphere. 

Can't See the Comet. 

Weather Forecaster von Herrmann is 
for the statement that it 
will be cloudy today and he is also 
authority for the asgertion that the 
cloudy weather will prevent Halley's 
comet from being seen, heard or felt. 

“The comet, of course, will not strike 
the earth,’ said Mr. von Herrmann. 
“Shoul@ 4 “perform that negligent 
Stunt we would all know it as you are 
perhaps. aware, but since it is not 
going to strike, the only way we could 
tell about its passing would be to see 
it. 

“The clouds, in all probability, will 
see to it that the view is shut off, but 
here is the most interesting feature for 
those who fear the worst: IF IT IS 
CLOUDY THE TAIL OF THE COMET 
WILL NOT EVEN TOUCH THE 
EARTH.” 

Clouds Will Blanket Earth. 

Mr. von Herrmann states that even 
if the tail of the comet was composed 
of- poisonous gases the clouds would 
act as a bianket over the earth, be- 
cause the gases could not penetrate 
them and the tail of the comet will 
drag helplessly across thé tops of the 
clouds and no one would ever be the 
worse for the experience, 

However, Mr. von Herrmann states 
that no possible harm can come to the 
earth from the passing of the comet, 
so that really the presence of the layer 
of clouds will be a misfortune except 
to those who are content to let well 
qnough alone and to allow the comef 
to speed on its.endless journey with- 
out even a glance at it. 

In addition to being cloudy today, Mr. 
von Herrmann states that there will 
also be some showers and that Wed- 
nesday, in so far as temperature and 
appearances go, will just about be a 
repetition of Tuesday. 

The lowest temperature in Atlanta 
Tuesday was recorded at 7 o'clock a. 
m., when it was 54 degrees, and the 
highest temperature recorded was near 
the middle of the day, when the mer- 
cury climbed up four degrees higher. 

May Be Slightly Warmer. 

The lowest temperature recorded 
anywhere in the country was at 
Lander, Wyoming, which shivered un- 
der a temperature of 24 degrees. The 
cloudy and showery weather extended 
pretty well over the entire cotton 
belt, although it was clear and cool {fn 
the major portion of the west. 

There is a fighting chance that the 
weather will be‘some two or three 
degrees warmer today, but the chances 
are small.

FEAR BROUGHTON 
MAY ACCEPT CALL 


He Has Practically De- 
cided to Go to* London. 


Might Stay, if Atlanta Built 
Him New Tabernacle, Which 
Is Badly Needed—-Has Been 
Offered $12,000~—-Chairman 
Fickett Talks. 


Members of Dr. Len G. Broughton’s 
congregation believe and fear that he 
has decided to accept the call to Lon- 
don. 

It is understood he has practically 
decided upon this course. 

Besides sending a committee here to 
urge him to go to London, the London 
church has offered Dr. Broughton a 
salary of $12,000 a year. Dr. Brough- 
ton’s salary here is but $3,500, out of 
which he pays his stenographer. 

But the members of his congregation 
are satisfied that it is in no sense & 
question of money that has actuated 
Dr. Broughton to accept the London 
eall; they feel confident that, under 
certain circumstan , he would pre- 
fer to remain in A ganta. 

“If it were a question of money,” 
they say, ‘Dr. Broughton could make 
$20,000 a year on the lecture platform. 
As it is, what little he receives from 
this source he contributes wholly to 
the Tabernacle hospital.” 

In Need of a New Auditorium.

But, under present circumstances, 
the belief is that Dr. Broughton feels 
that he is laboring under a great strain 
bere, and to a great extent uselessly, 
and that there is not sufficient reason 
for him to remain unless he can get 
the relief needed. * 

Some $60,000 has already been raised 
toward the building of a new audi- 
torium, but it will require about $100,- 
000 in addition to that. The church has 
given about all it can, and it is said 
the only way to get it is for Atlantans 
generally to contribute. 

The question is, Will they do it? 

Upon that, it is the belief of leading 
members of Dr. Broughton's congrega- 
tion, depends his remaining here or go- 
ing to London. 

Chairman Fickett Talks. 

Dr. Broughton is absent In Baitfmore, 
attending the national Baptist conven- 
tion; hence could not be seen regard- 
ing the apparently authoritative report 
that he has decided to accept the Lon- 
don call. 

A representative of The Constitution, 
however, saw Chairman R.N. Fickett, 
of the board of deacons of the Taber- 
nacle Baptist church. 

“T understand it is true,” he said, 
“that Dr. Broughton has practically 
decided to accept the London call, and, 
in common with many others, I feel 
that Atlanta cannot. afford to lose 
him. 

“Tl am sure he does not want to leave 
Atlanta, and I feel that his decision in 
the matter is based almost wholly upon 
the great strain under which he la- 
bors, and the belief that he is not at- 
taining and cannot attain, under the 
circumstances, adequate results. 

When Broughton Came to Atianta. 

“Our church is not a wealthy church, 
though it is doing all it possibly can 
to assist Dr. Broughton in his work. 

“When the Third Baptist church first 
called Dr. Broughton to Atlanta from 
Raleigh, it was paying a salary of only 
$1,200 a year. He was then getting a 
salary of $2,500. We extended the call 
at $2,000. The Raleigh church didn’t 
want to give him up, and sent a com- 
mittee here to see about the call. The 
committee went back and told him, 
‘Surely, you are not going to accept 
that call. If the Atlanta church finds 
difficulty in paying $1,200, how is it go- 
ing to pay you $2,000?’ 

“Dr. Broughton’s answer was: ‘When 
I laid down the practice of medicine, 
which was paying me several thousand 
dollars a year, I went into the minis- 
try, feeling God hackcalled me; and the 
first month I made $40. From that day 
to this I have prayed God to give me 
a charge where there were people I 
could preach to, and where I could 
establish an institutional church; and 
this looks to me like the call of God. 
I did not ask, nor did I expect, Him to 
give me a finished work; but I asked 
only for a place where I could have 
the people.’ 

“After laboring with them some 
weeks, during which they endeavored 
to hold him, his answer was, ‘I am 
going to Atlanta and trust’ God, if I 
perish.’ 4 
Constant Warfare. 

“From the day “he first came. the 
situation has been one of constant 
warfare. There was not then an insti- 
tutional church in the etty, nor one 
pretending to be. There was not a 
church here which had its own hos- 
pital. 

“Dr. Broughton went into the high- 
ways and the hedges, carrying the gos- 
pel. He found those in need of med- 
ical treatment, and in two rooms he 


started his hospital, furnishing the 


. | money himself with which to start it: 


and now hephas as up-to-date a hos- 
pital on Luckie street as any in the 
state. 

“Although nearly all the other de- 
nominations now have their hospitals, 
‘t was Dr. Broughton who set the 
nace. 

“His work has grown to where the 
resent Tabernacle, which seats 3,000 
seople, will not begin to hold the con- 
eregations Very often on Sunday 
nights as many as a thousand persons 
2re turned away. This makes it neces- 
sary for a new tabermacile to be 
erected.

carriage that bore the coffin of the 
monarch. 

The Queen Mother Alexandra, who 
rode in the first state carriage, suf- 
fered with queenly dignity and King 
George, walking behind the coffin 
with his two sons, the Duke of Corn- 
wall and Prince Albert, showed no 
sign of the burdens of sorrow and 
state that rested on his shoulders. 

In Westminster hall, where the Eng- 
Mesh monarchs down to George IV. 
gave their coronation festivals, where 
Charles I. was condemned to death 
and Cromwell was saluted as Lord 
Protector and where George IV. him- 
self was crowned, the body of Edward 
VII. will lie in state until Friday, 
when it will be taken to Windsor cas- 
tle, there to be placed temporarily in 
the vault beneath the _ floor of St. 
George's chapel and later in the tomb 
that will be prepared for it in the 
Albert Memorial ehapel. 

Brief services, attended only by the 
members of the royal family, were 
conducted at Buckingham palace in 
the morning by the bishop of London. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury re- 
ceived the body at Westminster hall, 
where it was borne on the shoulders 
of soldiers and placed upon the purple 
eatafalque. A white and gold em- 
bfoidered pall, with the royal ensign, 
covers the coffin, and above all are 
the crown, the orb and scepter. 

At 4 o’clock tn the afternoon the 
doors of the hall were thrown open 
to the public. Already 50,000 people 
were in line waiting for admission. 
They were composed mostly of the 
middie and working classes, men, 
women and children, and the great 
majority of them were dressed in 
black and many carrying flowers. A 
steady stream began passing through 
the hall at the rate of 6,000 an hour 
and at 10 o'clock tonight, when the 
hall was closed, there was a line ex- 
tending through the streets for nearly 
two miles. 

King Alfonso of Spain and King 
George of Greece arrived in London 
this evening. Both were met at the 
station by King George, the Duke of 
Cornwall, the Duke of Connaught and 
other royal personages. Prince Henry 
of Prussia also reached here tonight 


to represent the German navy at the 
funeral. He was met by the Duke of 
Connaught on behalf of the king. 
These, with the arrivals of other 
representatives of foreign courts and 
deputations from German and Spanish 
regiments, made the west end of Lon- 
fon a constant scene of attraction to 
the large crowds that gathered there.

Democratic Platform 
Calls for Local Option. 


State-Wide Advocates Fought 
Hard, but Lost at Every 
Turn---The Platform Is the 


Very Essence of Conserva-| 


tism. 


‘Montgomery, Ala. May 18.—Until 
idlig ‘paye midnight last night state- 
wide delegates to the democratic state 
convention kept up a bitter and per- 
sistent fight to retain state-wide pro- 
hibition in Alabama. The fight bids 
fair to prove one of the most memor- 
able in Alabama politics. 

Defeated at Every Turn. 

Defeated at almost every turn, the 
leading advocates of the state-wide 
policy proposed a new amendment to 


|the prohibition plank in the platform, 


as fast as the previous proposition had 
been lost. R. Tyler Goodwyn, of Mont- 
gomery, was finally elected chairman 
of the conventio nover L. EB. Jeffries, 
of Selma. The vote was 383 to 219, and 
was taken as showing the diviison of 
the local option and the state-wide 
forces, and subsequent test votes upon 
séeotions of the platform were in about 
the same ratio. - 

The platform as adopted, in contrast 
to the trend of affairs in Alabama 
since the last convention, is the es- 
sence of conservatism. That this is 
true was evidenced by the first section, 
which declared that in future, in all 
platforms and declarations of the 
party, it shall be known as the “demo- 
cratic and conservative party of Ala- 
bama.”’

Heads were blown from several 
bodies. Arms and legs were torn from 
the trunks. Fragments of bodies were 
blown several squares from the scene 
and bits of human fiesh have been 
picked up on porohes and roofs of 
houses .and trees.

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MOURNING CRY 
BY WATTERSON 


Over Conditions in the 
Newspaper Profession. 


He Says Newspapers Are Los- 
ing the Affection of the Peo- 
ple and He Thinks That the 
Leading Editorial Might as 
Well Be Dispensed With. 


Toronto, Ontario, May 17.—Colonel 
Henry Watterson addressed the Cana- 


dian Press Association today upon the) 


changing conditions in the newspaper 
profession. 

In answering questions put to him, 
he said that newspapers were losing 
the affection of the people because of 
their methods. He characterized as 
brutal the publicity given by some 
newspapers to private affairs of a cer- 
tain young Washington lady and an 
Italian prince, presumably Miss Elkins 
and the duke of the Abruzzi. 

“There is more written and said, and 
less thought,” said Mr. Watterson, 
“about the profession of journalism in 
which we are engaged, and to which 
we have dedicated our lives, than about 
any other topic of familiar discussion. 

“IT assume it to be a profession. Yet 
it is without any code of ethics or sys- 
tem or self-restraint and self-respect. 
It has no such standards either of 
work or duty. Its intellectual land- 
scapes are anonymous, its moral desti- 
nations confused, if not impalpable. 
The country doctor, the village lawyer, 
knows his place, and keeps it; is held 
by certain obligations and inspired by 
certain traditions; modest and keeping 
within bounds, though he may be 
learned and skillful, having the con- 
sciousness of superiority. The journal- 
ist, be he of city or town, has few, if 
any, mental perspectives to fix his 
professional horizon, no canon laws to 
guide his wayward footsteps, neither 
chart of precedent nor map of discovery 
upon which his sailing lines and travel 
lines have been distinctly marked. He 
is a law unto himself, too often a 
free lance, only the more self-assertive 
because he lacks assured position and 
is without authority. 


Press Losing tn Weight. 


“The press everywhere, in England 
and in America, even in Germany and 
in France, where the personal equa- 
tion still sets the pace, has deteriorated 
in weight, whilst elaborating its 
methods and augmenting its enter- 
prize; has, as we would say in Ken- 
tucky, lost in bottom what it may have 
gained in heels. We hear it said that 
it gives the public what it wants. Tak- 
ing that public as its own creation, it 
has either overeducated it or under- 
cut itself. 

But it seems to me that this is an 
incident of a period of transition. The 
old order of persona] journalism, with 
its ideas of individual accountaDility, 
often mere egotism and vanity, has 
passed away. The new order of im- 
persona] journalism, with its ideas of 
commercial honor and of public obli- 
gation, has not quite adjusted itself 
to its enlarged habitation and richer 
apparel, 

“We hear a deal about yellow-journ- 
alism, it is much like the poet calling 
the Kettle black. Offenses against de- 
cency are more or less relative and 
qualified. More and more will news- 
paper owners and makers discover 
that integrity and cleanliness pay the 
best dividends. The scandal monger 
will in time, be relegated to the cate. 
gory of the unprosperous as well as 
the disreputabDile, and the detective driv- 
en out of the newspaper service to 
the company of the police, where he 
alone belongs. We can as little ex- 
pect that each newspaper worker 
Shall be a gentieman as that each 
lawyer and each doctor shall be a gen- 
tleman; but manly conduct and aspir- 
ation should fix the rule, the brutal and 
vulgar the exception, the journalistic 
brand no less accepted and honorable 
than that of physic, divinity and ju- 
risprudence. \

Paralleling in some respects the futile: perennial effort to change 
the names of important thoroughfares, the chronic effort to rush 
through a proposal enlarging, doubling in fact, the salaries of city 
councilmen has miade its scheduled appearance.

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ATLANTA AND THE THEATRICAL INTERESTS. 


As was inevitable, the partial theatrical isolation of Atlanta, 
unnatural and of long-standing, is broken by the latest development 
in the protracted war between the so-called “syndicate,” headed by 
Klaw & Erlanger, and the so-called “independents,” headed by the 
Shuberts. Up to this titne the “independents” have been shut out 
and have been-trying to get in. Now it is the “syndicate” which 1s 
out and is determined to make its way in at whatever cost. And it 
has the money and the backing—so that it mray be accepted that 
it is coming in in one way or another. The truth is, Atlanta is too 
important a city for it to stay out. 

If, therefore, it is irrevocably settled that both contingents are 
to have ample ingress here, where is the wisdom im erecting still 
another playhouse? 

Five theatefs, or at least the paraphernalia and equipment of 
five theaters, are already available in this citv. 

On general principles, we are always in favor of multiplying in- 
vestments in Atlanta. But in this specific instance the addition of 
another theater seems conducive not only to waste, but to con- 
iusion. 

Both of these powerful factions are going to be thoroughly rep- 
resented here. The tremendous backing of each and the large the- 
atrical interests they must take care of make that as much a ne- 


cessity as it is a certainty. 

In fact, it was inevitable that sooner or later the situation, 
locally-speaking, would arrive at the present adjustment. Atlanta 
holds to that enormous territory of the central south the same rela- 
tive position that New York city or Chicago hold to their respective 
contiguous territories. 

So that, from the first, it was a foregone conclusion that in the 
fullness of time, neither faction could keep its competitor out of this 
city—a principle that would apply in commerce, industry or any 
other field where a place involving the impagtance and the strategic 
location of Atlanta is concerned. 

This fact being uneqtivocally established, it appears a needless 
multiplying of theatrical facilities to construct another playhouse 
at the present phase of the situation, unless all the existing houses 
are closed to those who are now out and want to get in. 

Klaw & Erlanger are not going to wipe out the Shuberts by 
erecting an exclusive plant, or by standing aloof, and the Shuberts, 
or their allies, are not going,to preempt the entire local theatrical 
field by refusing to rent to Klaw & Erlanger. Atlanta is large 
enough to demand of BOTH that it be given the privilege of see- 
ing the attractions staged by EACH of these houses, since between 
them they control the cream of domestic and foreign talent. 

Henceforth, Atlanta is to be an “open door” theatrical center. 
Both booking houses have now thoroughly learned that fact. 

Why not, then, a sensible agreement that would materialize a 
condition predestined in any event, and, at the same time, forestall 
the risks of loss, delay or confusion to either of the great contingents 
that control the situation?

It Is Said That Cotton Operat- 
ors Will Be Out Tremendous 
Sums Owing to the Use of 
Fraudulent Bills of Lading. 
Court Grants Inunctions. 


New York, May 17.—A_ receiver's 
complaint filed today in the federal 
courts in New York sets forth what 
purports to be details of one of the re- 
cent so-called cotton bills of lading 
frauds through which firms in this 
country and abroad are said to have 
lost millions. In this instance alone, 
the receiver estimates that cotton op- 
erators in the United States, Germany, 
France, Spain and Russia will be out 
from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000. 

Fraudulent Payments Alleged. 

The defunct firm involved is Steele, 
Miller & Co., of Corinth, Miss., thrown 
into involuntary bankruptcy on May 6 
last. J. A. E. Pyle was appointed re- 
ceiver, and he now directs proceedings 
against Stephen M. Weld & Co., cotton 
brokers of this city, and the New York 
Dock Company, to whom he alleges 
fraudulent preferential payments have 
been made. 

On the strength of these allegations, 
Judge Hazel, in the United States dis- 
trict court, granted injunctions, re- 
Straining the defendants from dis- 
posing of cotton, notes, stocks and 
bonds in their possession, and claimed 
by the receivers for the benefit of all 
the creditors of Steele, Miller & Co. 

In his complaint Receiver Pyle, 
among other things, states that for a 
few weeks prior to the filing of the 
petition in bankruptcy the firm of 
Steele, Miller & Company procured 
“by fraduient and bogus bills of lad- 
ing a vast sum of money from credit- 
ors in Germany, France, Russia and 
also -n the city of New York. 


Over Million Involved. 

The exact amount of the bales of 
cotton and the exact number 6f dol- 
lars represented cannot at this time 
be accurately ascertained, but your 
commlainant states that the money pro- 
cured in this city will be something 
between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000. 

It is further allaged that this vast 
sum of money was never represented 
by any cotton “nor was any attempt 
made on the part of Steele, Miller & 
Company to ship the cotton.” 

Continuing, the receiver describes 
how Weld & Company are alleged to 
have received preferential payments 
of notes and accounts valued at more 
than $60,000. In addition he alleges 
that the defendants obtained a great 
quantity of spot cotton which he says 
is now in the possession of the New 
York Dock Company, while other cot- 
ton, he charges, is en route to New 
York.

MILLIONS LOST 115-CENT COTTON 


ON FIRM BASIS 


Spinners Cheer Remarks 
of President Parker. 


—_—— 


American Cotton Manufactur- 
ers’ Association Opens Its 


There. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 17.—With one- 
half the 1,100 members of the Ameri- 
can Cotton Manufacturers’ Association 
in the city and every incoming train 
bringing others, the fourteenth annual 
convention was called to order in the 
Academy of Music at 10:30 o’clock to- 
day by President Lewis A. Parker, of 
Greenville, S. C. 

It was here thirteen years ago, as 
the president said, that the associa- 
tion was formed, Charlotte men taking 
the lead in an organization that has 
grown from a membership of a bare 
half-dozen confined to this immediate 
section, to a membership of approxi- 
mately 1,100, the members of which 
represent about 30,000,000 spindles in 
the United States and practically all 
the mills in the south. 

The Academy of Music was decorat- 
ed with flags and bunting and cotton. 
Mayor Thomas W. Hawkins, of Char- 
lotte, threw open the doors of Char- 
lotte people and Rev. Harris Mallinick 
Rodt, rector of St. Peter’s Episcopal 
church, invoked divine guidance. Re- 
sponding to the address of welcome, T. 
H. Rennie, of Pell City, Ala., referred 
to by President Parker as “Honest 
Tom Rennie,” expressed the apprecia- 
tion of the members in again visiting 
this city, where the association was 
first given its light. He commented 
briefly on industrial conditions, and 
declared that Bsbouthern cotton mill 
men have expended more money and 
thought on efforts to better the con- 
dition of their operatives than any 
other class of business men in the 
world. 

President Parker’s Address. 

| In his address President Parker de- 
clared that if southern mill men had 
devoted as much time to efforts to 
educate the world that the high price 
of cotton was the result of conditions 
instead of attempting to make them- 
selves and the consumers believe that 
the high price was only temporary, 
the conditions obtaining today would 
not be, and the ‘consumers of cloth 
would be reconciled to the increased 
cost of goods. He was cheered to the 
echo when he said, with feeling, that 
16-cent cotton is the result of the 
laws of supply and demand, and that 
the manufacturers will have to recog- 
nize this fact if, they expect their 
business to improve. 

He urged the association to give this 
indorsement to the Scott anti-option 
bill now pending in congress. Mr. 
Parker condemned gambling in strong 
terms. He asserted that “gambling” 
on a cotton exchange is just as bad 
in every particular as gambling in 
any form and should be prohibited by 
law. 

Immediately after canwening this 
evening L. H. Bullard, of Memphis, 
Tenn., opened the discussion by read- 
ing a paper on ‘‘Warehousing Cotton 
in the South.” 

President Lewis Parker was tender- 
ed a pleasant surprise when Mr. Rid- 
ley Watts, of New York, presented to 
him in behalf of the association a 
handsome gold Tiffany medal, emblem- 
atic of the seal of the association.

Representative Denby 
was the tirst to admonish him that 
he had gone beyond the limits of pro- 
priety, and Representative Denby. has 
frequently manifested impatience at 
the course the prosecution has pur- 
sued in the case. 


Kerby on Stand. 


Kerby was called to the stand soon 
after the hearing began at Mr. Bran- 
deis’ suggestion.

New York, May. 17.—The cotton 
market was generally weak and unh- 
settled today and closed barely steady 
at a net loss of 16@25 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 point to a decline of 11 


points, May being 11 points lower, 
September and October, 1 point higher, 
and other months 1@3 points lower. 
There was some bull support of the 
early autumn deliveries at the start, 
but the general list was influenced 
by liquidation, owing to reports of 
good rains in the southwest where 
precipitation is said to have been bad- 
ly needed in order to bring up late 
planted or replanted cotton. Offer- 
ings were heavy after the call and 
the whole list quickly sold off to @ 
net decline of abeut 9@iz points. A 
slight rally occurred from this level, 
as a result of covering and a renewal 
of bull support folowing the publi- 
cation of the western belt forecast 
predicting frost for parts of Oklahoma 
and Arkansag tonight, with lower tem- 
perature quite generally over that 
part of the country, but the market 
soon weakened again during the af- 
ternoon on rumors of fresh southern 
offerings of spot cotton for shipment 
to New York and a renewal of gen- 
eral liquidation. The leading bulls 
seem to be giving the market some 
suppert on a scale down, but were not 
aggressive buyers, the south was @ 
considerable seller here and as the 
market worked into lower ground, 
stop loss orders were uncovered. The 
close was within 2 or 8 cents' of the 
lowest on active offerings, southern 
spot markets officially reported early 
were generally unchanged.

LACK OF ACTIVITY 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


Closing of the Foreign Ex- 
changes Principal Cause 
of the Stagnation. 


New York, May 17-—-The stock mar- 
ket sank into lethargy today. - The 
failure of the reopening of the for- 
eign stock markets to revive any ac- 
tivity in the dealings was a discour- 
agement to the trading element and 
they practically gave up the attempts 
to move the market, even over the 
one-eighth range required for the 
minimum profit on fluctuations, News 
developments were not important but 
stocks were unusually unresponsive 
to such as there were. Some influence 
was allowed to the Hocking Valley 
receivership as a factor in the stagna- 
tion. The Hawley projects of con- 
solidation and extension furnish about 
the only matter of that kind now 
aveilable for the consideration of 
would-be speculaters and the check 
thus opposed nullifies its possible ef- 
fect. 

The resumption of business in Lon- 
don found that market under the re- 
pressive influence of the mourning 
periéd for the dead king and with the 
prospect of another adjournment on 
Friday for the funeral ceremonies. 
The meager business that originated 
there today was on the selling side in 
New York and established ea lower 
opening level of prices. A desuiltory 
attempt to renew the advance in Reac- 
ing was followed by a languid bidd- 
ing up of Brooklyn Transit, which 
about exhausted the resources of the 
market. 

A further advance in the foreign ex- 
ehange rates today, when the reported 
bond sales in Paris, if completed, ought 
to cause a downward tendency, gave 
rise to a vague uneasiness Over a pos- 
sible hitch in the negotiations. The 
immediate parties. to the supposed 
transactions maintained the utmost 
reticence, not only as to the terms 
but as to the fact of the sales. This 
unusual] demeanor in the ciroumstanecs 
of a successful financial operation of 
the magnitude attributed to this one 
is responsible for the feeling of sus- 
picion that has grown up regarding 
it. The continued sluggishness of 
the bond market and the conservative 
views regarding the money market 
held by mankers emphasize the 
importance of an extensive sale of 
bonds to foreigners. Rates on mer- 
cantile paper are rising again, with 
no demand on the part of bankers for 
the small supply in the market. 

The protests against the proposed 
increase in railroad freight rates 
which are being voleed from different 
quarters are not without effect on 
views of values of railroad stocks. 
the increased revenues promised by 
the advances having played a 
large part in the more hopeful spec- 
ulatives sentiment lately held. The 
final form to be taken the railroad 
bill now under debate !n the senate 
is also a subject of interest stock- 
market wise. 

On the side of the erops, decisive 
tendencies are lackifn still to frame 
definite speculative views. The re- 
port of deficient temperature contain- 
ed in the weather bureau's weekly 
bulletin was supplemented hy forecasts 
of further frosts tonight in regions 
where both the cotton and grain cropa 
would be affected. The strength of 
the wheat market in face of considera- 
able speculative liquidation was re- 
marked.

Chicago, May 17.—A flare upward 
near the end of the session this aft- 
ernoon gave a touch of brightness te 
the market in wheat. The activity 
at the close, with prices at the top 
for the day, was in sharp contrast 
with the rest of the time. The stop- 
page of wheat shipments at Buenos 
Ayres, because of a strike there, served 
as a Sretexts.
